Just getting too last book two miles from the moving md storage oCxapuny 
into our basement oost me something more than $250*00, in addition to the 
other shipping charges* I was not fc le to help any because I s having a 
severe thrombophlebitis when we shot the negatives in Washington. You printed 
while I wa in the hospital. There was permanent d am age and I oan no longer do 
any of that kind of heavy work* The only plao e I have to warehouse is my base- 
ment* So I may w ant to accept Banta * a offer of warehousing if that will not make 
a big ad dad cost in a seoond shipment. Can you let me know if it will? 

Perhaps tho cost of a shipment ou a special truck will preclude that but if 
it does not add more than .1250 1 might want that. The problem is a 400-foot lane 
of beautify! pines* i^a iuei-oil oun make it v&thout breaking the trees but nothing 
oan. No tractor— trailer oan make the lano and the hand— trucking takes too 
much time, Hov -vor, a truck that can rank a the lane oan also back to the top of the 
oellar steps. T^e books oan th<m bo carried or skidded doim. 

Your oartatting last time was perfect. maximum weight per carton should be 
just under 40 lbs, t e maximum the post office ilo ... Your boxing was for 11x18 
contents, four 6x9 books on a layer. Your bound d ummy is just under 3/4" *n the 
•pine* rOE* this I estimate that von could have 4-0 books cer carton, with each 
carton running about 8 ‘ in height* T^i s oomes to 125 cartons, a few more if there 
is an overrun. If I am correct then I'll, be able to kno how much space to snftnoe 
cl»ar and have* ready, Tv,e same c r tori, by the way, can be shed for another book 
I'm going to have to renrint very soon. I'll be ordering 5,000 of them, too. 

There may be another possibility for me* T^ere is a small trucking company 
a bout 12 miles away. I believe they pick up in Baltimore if the truoks you use 
cannot deliver to them, h ther the other lines listed in the local phone book 
o an do this I don't know. But once 1 know the weight and volume 1*11 oall them 
all up and then let you know on the shipping*
